Madame Walter Lovell (Helene du Bouchet), who is a guest of the Depart¬ 
ment of French, is a daughter of the Chief Surgeon in the American Hospital in 
Paris. She has studied at the School of Law of the Sorbonne, and holds a degree 
from the University of Lausanne. Keenly interested in educational problems, 
she travelled extensively in Russia during the fall of 1933, and later continued 
her observations in England, Germany, Belgium, Switzerland, and Italy. She is 
in America during February and March. Her lecture in French will be open to 
the public without fee. 


Art Gallery Notes 

The American Indian Art Exhibition includes articles from the de Young 
Museum in San Francisco and many other sources. There are examples of 
weaving, painting, pottery, Kachina dolls, and jewelry, as well as a number of 
photographs. 

The exhibition of etchings and other prints from the Print Corner of Hingham 
Center, Massachusetts, consists of more than fifty prints by well-known Ameri¬ 
cans such as Ernest D. Roth, N. A., Andre Smith, Thomas Handforth, John 
Taylor Arms, and others. According to the Director of the Gallery this carefully 
selected group of prints, assembled by Miss Elizabeth Whitmore, one of the 
leading Eastern print dealers, will probably prove one of the most outstanding 
of the exhibitions of the year, and should attract an unusual number of visitors 
Orders for prints may be left at the Gallery. 
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Guibour, Fourteenth Century Miracle Play 

Guibour belongs to a collection 
of some forty Miracle Plays all cele¬ 
brating the intervention of Our 
Lady. No one knows whether this 
cycle is the work of one man or of 
a group of men. Connection with 
the church must have been close, 
as sermons preceded or formed a 
part of many of the Miracle Plays. 
The most original feature of this 
play is the Mass episode, the only 
known instance of this particular use 
of the Mass in French mediaeval 
dramatic literature. Though the 
Guibour mass, with its s im ple 
and colloquial dialogue, may seem 
strange to a modern audience, yet 
to students of old-time lore it is 
characteristically mediaeval. It reminds one of the charm of primitive pictures of 
the Holy Family, which show them amid all the homely details of everyday con¬ 
temporary life. The production, which has never before been attempted on the 
Pacific Coast, is a contribution of the School of Fine Arts at the college. Mrs. 
Marian Stebbins, Convenor of the School of Fine Arts, is directing the play as 
well as portraying the title role. Mr. Gustav Breuer of the Art Department, in 
carrying out the spirit of the mediaeval simultaneous sets, has evolved interesting 
and quaint conceptions of the stage in Lisser Hall. Dean Luther Brusie Mar- 
chant is leading the choir in many beautiful old chants of the period, and Miss 
L. Louise Stephens is responsible for the costumes and the lighting. The cast 
includes some sixty members. Guibour was first produced in this country by 
Madame Yvette Guilbert in 1919 at the Neighborhood Playhouse, New York. 
Two years later, Mrs. Stebbins, then a member of teaching staff of Madame 
Guilbert’s School of the Theatre, assisted her in a second production of the play, 
herself playing the title role. 



Chapel Speakers 

Of unusual interest are the chapel speakers for Sunday, March 17. The Persian 
philosopher, Syud Hossain, who will speak in the morning, is Lecturer on India 
at the University of Southern California. Dr. Sydney D. Snow, who will speak 
at the evening service, is president of the Meadville Theological School, Chicago.
